His first service was with the Twenty-fifth 
Indiana Infantry, the first regiment 
which went out as à distinctively 
Vanderburg County organization. He was 
commissioned Major, and April 30, 1862, was 
promoted to Lieutenant-Colonęl. On the fol- 
lowing Aug. 4 he left the regiment to take 
command of the S‘xty-fifth Indiana Infantry 
as Colonel, of which he served until Nov. 10, 
1863, when he was induced to resign because 
of his physical disability. Reeuperating his 
health somewhat, May 11, 1864, he was com- 
missioned Colonel of the One Hundred and’ 
Twenty-sixth Indiana Infantry and served 
through the campaign of that year, being 
mustered out with his regiment Nov. 10, 1864,

Trunk Line Association Committee Decides 
They Are West of the Mississippi. 

New York, June 29.— Special. The Execu- 
tive committee of the Trunk Line Association 
met today to tackle the quegtion of rate cut- 
ting and, as usual, it tried to find a scapegoat 
among the Western connections. Some of 
the Western railroad men whd are alleged ty 
be responsible for the illegal practices were 
allowed to be present. It was ad- 
mitted at the meeting that the rates 
on all classes of westbound freight 
are badly demoralized. Every trunk line rep- 
sented pleaded innocence to the charge of 
rate-cutting. They could only reach the con- 
clusion, therefore, that the lines west of the 
Mississippi gateways were the rate-cutters. 
The names of several companies were men- 
tioned, and it was agreed to call the attention 
of the Western associations to the irregulari- 
ties. At the same time it was advised that 
certain Eastern companic A hbuld cease to 
| connive at the practices ¢ Western con- 
nections. It is said that nearly every trans- 
continental road is implicated, 

The single item of sugar shows what the sit- 
uation is. While there is a reasonable under- 
standing among the trunk lines about the di- 
vision of the tonnage out of New York and 
Philadelphia, one Western line he Wabash, 
is said to be getting the most of the sugar at 
the junction points. The Missouri Pacific 
comes in for a share, but the other roads can 
hardly get a lump of it. More attention has 
been given to the manipula‘'on of east-bound 
rates on account of the proposed investiga- 
tion of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion. The worst evil is the shading of export 
rates. Thisis more difficult of solution on 
account of the  three-cent differential 
that is allowed to Philadelphia and 
Baltimore under New York and Boston. Both 
the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and Ohio 
rail roads are interested in the transatlantic 
steamship companies, and the differential has 
given them such an advantage that certain of 
the New York roads reduced the rates in order 
to get even. Of course the Philadelphia roads 
go one better, and demoralization of rates is 
the result. It is not always possible to tell 
whether the railroad or the steamship line 
stands the reduction. Itis estimated that 70 
per cent of the lake traffic is intended for ex-

The Convention Votes Down a Resolution 
Declaring the Law a Failure. 

Des Mos, Ia., June 29.—[ Special.] — 

After the ticket had been fillod out the Chair 


was ready to a 
Chairman of the committee 0 
form and announced that the committee, 
a vote of 9 to2, had adopted the platform 
which he was about to present and that the 
minority had dissented simply on one plank. 
He asked that the convention give careful at- 
tention to the minority report, asthe Chair- 
man of the minority, Mr. French of Daven- 
rt, had got up from a sick bed to champion 
is cause. 

M cPherson then read the platform, pre- 
faci t with a resolution favoring the better- 
ing of the public roads. The report of the 
Committee on Platform was as follows: 

’ The Platform. 

Resolved, That the 2 ＋ party of Iowa, in 
convention assembled, hereby ratify in terms of 
unqualified approval the nomination of Gen. 
Benjamin Harrison and the Hon. Whitelaw Reid 
as our standard-bearcrs in the“ national cam- 
paign. The prosperity of the Nation under the 
able and patriotic Administration of President 
Harrison commands the admiration of good 
citizens. 

Resolved, That the platform enunciated by the 
Republican National convention is broad enough 
and strong enough and all sutlicient as the basis 
of union in tne contest before us. While we un- 
hesitatingly ratify and indorse chat platform in 
all its parte we point with special pride to the at- 
titude upon the tariff issue, the silver problem, 
the temperance question, and its demands for a 
pure and untrammeled ballot. 

Resolved, That we denounce the Democratic 
party for its declaration in its recent National 
convention at Chicago in insisting upon the aboli- 
tion of the national tax on the issue of State 
banks. That after more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury of continuous prosperity, with a sound cur- 
rency, under the wise and beneficent system 
evolved and maintained by the Republican party, 
we condemn and denounce the attempt to rein- 
state wildcat money and worthless bank notes 
which, at the time, ruined all financial interests 
of the country.

STEVENSON VOTED AGAINST HIS 
_PARTY CAUCUS NOMINEE. 


n Greenback Mem-

Stevenson’s finantial record in Congress. 
There is nothing in it which would prevent 
him frem running fo 
People’s party ticket, as well as on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, for yey is nothing in the way 
of wildcat financial legislation that he has not 
supported. | 

* Forty-fourth Congress Gen, Steven- 
son appeared as a Democrat with Greenback 
connections, In the Forty-sixth he repudiated 
Democracy and wag ne of a squad of fifteen 
„Nationals“ or Greenbackers. In that Con- 
gress he did not vote or the Democratic can- 
didate for Speaker and acted with the Demo- 
crate only incidentally. He was a third party 
man all the way through. This discovery has 
chilled somewhat the enthusiasm of the Bour- 
bons who were pleased at his choice on the 
grounds that they had gotten a thoroughbred 
Democrat for Vice-President. 

It is not, however,/necessary to follow out 
Gen. Stevenson’s record when he was a Green- 
back member of Coggress to show where he 
stood, for he was consistent all the way 
through and never went back on his party of 
fifteen, small as it was. The vital financial 
questions were settled in the Forty-fourth 
Congress. when Gen. Stevenson was a Demo- 
cratic member. | 

In that Congress repeated and persistent 
efforts were made tp repeal the Resumption 
act. Representative Stevenson himself intro- 
duced one of the bills for that purpose, and 
for the retirement of the national bank cur-

March 20 of the same 
year Atkins of Tennéssee moved to suspend 
the rules and repeal the Resumption act. This 
failed to get the nepessary two-thirds vote 
having 110 yeas to 108 nays. Stevenson voted 
in favor of repeal. | 

May 1 of the same year Holman tried to get 
a so-called compromise bill which provided 
for a partial repeal of the Resumption act 
passed under suspension. It lacked two- 
thirds, receiving 118 yeas against 110 nays. 
Stevenson voted yea, 

In this Congress there were numerous ef- 
forts for free coinage legislation and Steven- 
son always voted with the supporters of un- 
limited coinage. 

This leaf from hig record may increase his 
popularity in the South and Southwest, which 
secured the adoption of the plank in the Chi- 
cago platform demanding the repeal of a pro- 
hibitory tax on State bank circulation. It 
will hardly strengthen him in commercial cen- 
ters. It is already giving the Democrats in 
the East much worry. 

Gen, Stevenson has always been admired 
for his frankness and the manliness with 
which he has held td his views of public ques- 
tions. The statement that he will straighten 
out his Greenback '/records in his letter of ac- 
ceptance so that it will suit Eastern Demo- 
crats 1s not believed here. 

It is presumed that he will leave the 
financial end of thé campaign to Mr. Cleve- 
land. Nexertheless he has shown a tendency 
to talk freely of his Greenback record, and it 
is stated that this has caused a leading Demo- 
cratic politician to send Gen. Stevenson a 
letter advising him. as the Democratic nom- 
inee for Vice-President, to stop talking, par- 
ticularly on financial subjects.

THE HARD COM COMBINE. 

The situation in har Hal is a curious one. 
Not only the consur public but the dealers 
themselves know n@ what to do. At least the 
latter talk that , and are generally be- 
lie ved, the sup tion being that the octopus 
which contre deal is trying to freeze out 
the middle in addition to making the con- 
guimer p top notch of prices for all that 
he buy But the purchasers are far from 
„tum to the statements made in regard 
to their abject dependency on the coal barons 
in matter of prices, and they hold off 


though threatened with having to pay higher 
ires on account of their delay in con- 
ributing to the royal exchequer. ‘The 
whispered | program is that the $6.75 
per ton now being paid for hard 
coal will not be the price after the close of 
this month, The incoming of July is to bring 
round an advance of 25 cents, of August an- 
other 25 cents, and of September a third rise, 
making the price then $7.50, with further ex- 
actions to be expected in the fall. One would 
think that the hanging of this Damoclean 
sword over their heads would bring in buyers 
with a rush. But it does not. Trade has never 
been so dull in any former June as it is today. 
It must be that buyers think the combine can- 
not last into the winter, either because of in- 
terference by the courts or for the reason that 
the consumption will be so much reduced as to 
force sellers down from the high horse they 
are now riding and make them see that the 
public has some rights which circumstances 
compei them to respect. 

They preserve this Stand-off attitude i in spite 
of urgent advice from coal dealers to the con- 
trary, with hints that there may be some 
difficulty in getting coal at all if the applica- 
tion for it be too long delayed. For instance, 
it is intimated that in the fall box cars for 
the transportation of grain will be in such de- 
mand that there will be a scarcity, and prefer- 
ence will be given to the merchandise that 
pays a better tariff than coal. Then it is said 
that city dealers will in such case be unable to 
handle the volume of business pouring in 
upon them from all quarters, and this partly 
for the reason that dock men cannot replen- 
ish their stocks unless able to move the coal 
already in hand before the close of naviga- 
tion. But all to no pürpose. The large con- 


sumers have sent in fair orders, but thesmaller 
ones, who take only a few tons for the 


entire winter, are letting the combine severely 
alone. It seems probable that many of the 
latter have decided to fall back on the use of 
soft coal in case the high prices for hard that 
are now talked of are insisted on, and that if 
they remain firm in their resalve the combine 
will find it has played a losing game, the 
lessening of business more than compensat- 
ing for the greater profit on each unit of their 
material which is consumed. 

There is some talk to the effect that the 
Reading combine is already at its wits’ ends, 
that it is calculated on driving in the public 
by holding over it the rod in terror, 30 that 
the increased revenue would enable it to pay 
interest maturing atthe beginning of July 
on the worst watered stock properties 
taken into the system. It is intimated 
that the receipts have been less than the 
recent average, instead of greater, and that 
the difference is so large as to have incited to 
extraordinary efforts to stimulate a wider de- 
mand. However this may be, there need be 
no doubt that the reception of the scheme by 
the purchasing publie has beea a disagreenble 
surprise to the plotters and schemers who are 
managing it. It would bea grand thing in 
the public interest if the project for flecomg 
the people should thus fall flat and inflict 
heavy loss on the robbers. It would help 
wonderfully towards purifying the commer- 
cial atmosphere in other directions by proving 
to the greedy rascals that the sound common 
sense of the Americati people can be trusted 
to protect itself from wholesale extortion, and 
that without waiting in all cases for the slow 
operation of the law against trusts. 


BURNING THE GARBAGE. 
Within the last ten days some 600 tons of 
the worst kind of garbage have been con- 


sumed in a crematory on the west bank of the- 


river at the foot of Maxwell street. About 
eight tons per hour are thus disposed of and 
with so little smell that residents in the viein- 
ity are said not to have been aware that the 
crematory was in operation. The material 
was principally decayed fruit, spoiled fish, 
und other refuse from the wholesale houses on 
South Water street, but it also included sev- 
eral wagon loads of dead dogs. And all the 
ashes that remain from this 600 tons of ma- 
terial could be put into an ordinary garbage 
cart. Combustion is effected by the use of 
crude petroleum, from which a heat of 3,000° 
is obtained, and the escaping gases are ver- 
fectly deodorized by passing through a series 
of white hot horizontal flues. : 
This is a highly satisfactory way to dispose 
of the refuse of the city, and it should seem to 
be practically applicable to the whole problem. 
It is difficult to estimate witn even approxi- 
mate correctness the quantity of filth in 
Chicago; and it varies widely with the season, 
being greatest in the summer season, and 
especially in fruit time, But it is probable 
that an allowance of two pounds per head pgr 
day would not be far from the truth, exclud- 
ing factory and store refuse, and not taking 
account of ashes which do not re- 
quire to be burned, or of waste 
paper, ete., that ought to be consumed 
in the household. That is, a million and a 
half of people produce only about 1,500 tons 
of garbage per day in their residences, and 
probably this estimate would include hotels 
and restaurants, though these establishments 
should be obliged to maintain a special serv- 
ice for hauling their stuff away to the crema- 
tories. Extending the estimate so as to pro- 
vide for the latter and for a few factories and 
stores, it should seem that four more cre- 
matories, each with capacity equal to that on 
Maxwell street (or five altogether), should be 
amply sufficient to burn up daily all the filth 
that is produced in the city. Less than that 
number might be enough if householders and 
others could be induced to act as suggested by 
the Municipal Order League and burn for 
themselves ail the combustible waste which 
does not fall under the designation of garbage. 
It thus appears that the matter could be 
easily handled. It is not so unwieldy or ex- 
pensive a business for the city that it needs to 
frighten the municipal authorities. They 
should at once adopt cremation and resolve 
by its means to abolish at the earliest possibie 


moment the terrible evil of garbage dumping

more efficient service. But even if 
these bummers could not be spared from 
the performance of their arduous (?) duties it 
would be cheap to pay the whole added ex- 
pense out of extra taxation. The better class 
of citizens would gladly welcome such an ef- 
fort made to reform and improve the sanitary 
conditions of the city, and the thousands of 
residents whose sense of propriety, is outraged 
and whose health and lives are imperiled by 
having thousands of tons of vile stuff dumped 
around them, would bless the memories of 
those instrumental in delivering them from 
the infliction. 


THe CrrcaGo TRIBUNE says that “ owing to the 
gerrymandered States the Republicans cannot 
possibly carry the next House of Representatives, 
and consequently can pass no force bill.” Ap- 
parently Taz Trisunz was not thinking of Ohio 
when*it spoke, as there the gerrymander is seen 
in its most atrocious form, enacted by a Repub- 
lican Legislature.— Milwaukee Journal (Dem.).

In régard to Ohio the Republican 
Legislature repealed a gross, shameful gerry- 
mander whereby the Democrats elected four- 
teen to seven Republicans, although the 
Republicans carried the State on 
the popular vote by 12,000 majority. 
The jaundiced partisan Journal saw nothing 


“atrocious” in the form of that rascally 


Democratic gerrymander. Under the present 
apportionment if the Democrats carry the 
State by even 1,000 majority it will give them 
half the Congressional delegation of Ohio. 
Certainly they have no right to ask anything 
fairer. The chronic tendency of the Demo- 
cratic leaders is to cheat at elections and to 
gerrymander apportionments, as witness their 
scoundrelly work: in Wisconsin, when they 
found themselves in control of the Legislature 
on a purely local and side issue.

Tun Atlanta Constitution quotes approvingly 
a statement by Taz Tripune that human life 
is far safer from lightning stroke in the cities 
than within’an equal area of country that is 
sparsely covered by human habitations. But it 
thinks it remains to be seen whether our large 
cities will be able to withstand the tornadoes 
that apparently grow more numerous and de- 
structive every year. To this it may be replied 
that we have no proof to sustain the idea of 
tornadoes bemg more numerous now than 
formerly. They are oftener reported, because 
the portions of the country in which they occur 
are more thickly settled now than a few years 
ago. Of course they are more destructive to 
human life and property on settled areas than 
on those which are not cultivated or otherwise 


improved by the hand of man. It is true that 
“the tornado is more frequently dreaded in the 
West and Southwest than anything else, but 
it does not necessarily follow that the city s 
more likely to be visited by a tornado than 
was the site ere the city was built, On the 
contrary, there is every good reason to be- 
lieve that at least some tornadoes have been 
killed off, so to speak, by contact with a city, 
and that without doing material damage. It 
would appear to be essential to the tornado 
that substantially the sare atmospheric oop- 
ditions shall prevail throughout the whole of 
its destructive course, and the city presents 
such a contrast to the condition under which 
the tornado develops in the country behind it 
that the greatest force is soon dissipated by 
the meeting.

The Teheran correspondent of the Times 
says the news from eeshed, capital of the 
Province of Khorassan, is that there is a con- 
tinued decrease in the number of deaths from 
cholera at that place. The average death rate 
in Meeshed is now officially stated to be twen- 
ty-five daily. The previous official report 
placed the average number of deaths per day 
at eighty-flve. this being a large decrease from 
the number given in the preceding report. 


BISMARCK’S OFFENSIVE LANGUAGE. 
He Charges the Emperor with Permitting 
a Rupture in Relations with Russia. 

Berwin, June 29.—The language of Prince 
Bismarck which has apparently waked the 
government up to a determination to prose- 
cute him appears in an interview published in 
the West Deutsche Aligemeine Zeitung, the 
Prince’s new organ in Cologne. The pas- 
sages in this interview that are espe- 
cially offensive to Emperor William charge 
him, after the failure of his visit to the 
Czar at Narva, with assenting to Chancellor 
von Capriviſs greatest error, a precipitate 
breaking of every link that bound Germany 
and Russia. According to Prince Bisinarck 
the Emperor thought his personal amiability 
would win the Russians. Intermediaries pos- 
sibly appoin for the purpose brought to 
the ears of the Emperor even before he ieft 
St. Petersburg remarks that had been made 
by members of the Czar’s circle which left no 
doubt of the political failure of his visit. 

Under these circumstances the Emperor’s 
immediate journey to England, followed by 
the East African treaties, assumed the aspect 
of a demonstration against Russia. These in-

The circular sets forth 
that the question of bimetallism is one of in- 
creasing importance to all wage earners, and 
especially to textile workers, and ‘that this 
fact renders it incumbent upon the council 
to urge candidates for Parliament to support 
such measures as will tend’ to the re- 
establishment.of a stable Bey for exchange 
between the moneys of gold-and-silver-using 
countries by means of an international agree- 
ment for the unrestmcted coinage of the 
metals ata fixed ratio. A hint is added to 
the effect that the nature of the answer to the 
circular will determine the votes of the mem- 
bers of the union. 

As a matter of fact the council yesterday 
ordered the district Secretaries of the union 
to urge the members to vote solely for bimetal- 
lists, and also to take all further steps possi- 
ble to promote the cause of bimetallism.

THE I. A. W. ON ROAD RACING,

The present executive officers of the League of 
American Wheelmen have shown themselves on

All other merchan- 
dise, however, when taken out of bond for 
sale, must pay the regular duties assessed on 
such goods at the Custom-House. eal 

Traffic Manager Jaycox had a lengthy inter- 
view with Collector Clark yesterday regardin 
the regulations just adopted. It was decide 
that the regulations and all other necessary in- 
formation about the system of handling goods 
at the World’s Fair Custom-House should be 
printed and sent abroad for the benefit~ of 
foreign merchants in order that no confusion 
may arise upon the receipt of goods at the 
port of entry.

Groner, Chairman of the Committee on Trans- 
portation, and E. P. Ripley of the Local 
Transportation company, and Traffic Man- 
ager Jaycox, the terminal charge on exhibits 
was reduced from eight cents to six 
cents per 100 pounds. This reduc- 
tion was largely brought about through 
the request of Commissioner Groner. He 
thought eight cents entirely too much, and as 
the terminal charges will be made both for 
the reception of exhibits and their return the 
exhibiter is saved altogether four cents on 
each 100 pounds. This arrangement at pres- 
ent applies to the IIlinois Central ouly, but it 
is the intention to make the same charge for 
handling cars over the Baltimore and Ohio 
entrance, 


Space for Russia. 

_Commissioner-General Dobroniski and his 
fellow Commissioners were shown ovcr Jack- 
son Park yesterday afternoon.

FLOODED STREETS.

Superintendent of Streets Burke Asks That 
That Amount Be Set Aside by the Fi- 
nance committee Asphalt Stands the 
Water Much Ketter than Does the Cedar 
Block Pavement — Flood Waters Are 
Rapidly subsiding—- What Dauphin Park 
People Think of the Dike. 


It will cost the city $35,000 to repair 8 
damage done to the cedar block pavemen*s OY 
the recent rains,and Superintendent of Streets 
Burke has asked the Finance committee to 
set aside the foregoing amount for that pur- 
pose. The force of the falling rain caused the 
gravel and tar between the blocks to be 
washed away. This let the water under the 
foundation of the pavement, and in several 
instances practically flooded the street. The 
pavement thus washed out had only been laid 
a short time on s@veral of the streets, while on 
others it had been down for some time. The 
time it had been down cut little 
figure, however, and the floods have clearly 
demonstrated that the asphalt pavement will 
withstand the conflict with the elements nfuch 
better than the blocks. While miles of block 
pavement have been washed out by the rains 
the Superintendest of Streets has not received 
a single report of any damage having “been 
done to the streets paved with asphalt. The 
water cannot get at the foundation under the 
asphalt, and the consequence is that it is all 
carried off and no undermining can take 
place. 

The assistants of Superintendent Burke 
have reported the block pavement on the fol- 
lowing streets se badly injured as to require 
repaving :

DAMAGE IN THE WESIERN SUBURBS. 


Berwyn and Riverside Especially Suffer 
Loss—The Water Lowering. 

The western suburbs of the city on the line 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy raii- 
way although not as unfortunate as their 
neighbors te the south have not been able to 
escape the flood. The region from the city to 
Berwyn has suffered much and all over the 
district are standing pools of water. At Ber- 
wyn it is worse. Here water covered the 
streets and yards completely. East of Oak 
Park aven and south of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy tracks water stood froin 
sixteen to twenty inches deep, extending each 
way for several squares. Sidewalks floated on 
the water, but were held in their proper places 
by anchors, At this place fifty carpenters 
were tem 2 thrown out of employment, 


tools were kept. 
The cause of) so much water in Berwyn was 
the overflow of the large open ditch from Oak 


fare, the jsewer being inadequate to carry off 
the su plu water. A new sewer is being con- 
structed, Which, it is said, will prevent a re- 
currence of the trouble. 

The Desplaines River at Riverside caused 
considerable’ damage there. The river rose 
more than nine feet above its normal height, 
and those pnfortunate enough to be located 
near its banks on low land suffered great in- 
conveniente and damage. ‘These people were 
obliged to reach their homes by means of im- 
provised boats and rafts and live in houses 
with basements filled with water. 

The eleetric light plant, in process of con- 
st ruotion, is situated on the banks of the river, 
and received the most damage. In this build- 
ing was Yaluable machinery, consisting of 
engines, 1 rset and dynamos, waiting to be 
put into position. All were badly damaged 
by the water. The water reached to the top 
of the window sill, a distance of four feet. 
The riveriis lowering and the situation is not 
as bad as/it was. 

Other shburbs to the west suffered much in- 
cou veniezce from the excessive storms, but 
the damage was comparatively slight. 


FLOOD WATERS RAPIDLY SUBSIDING. 
Supt. Burke Thinks the Provisions Made 
| Will Drain the District. ° 

Water jn the flooded districts rapidly sub- 
sided yesterday. The Seventy-ninth street 
sewer that was opened under the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks Tuesday night carried off a great 
cee water. That outlet, aided by the 
Eighty-séventh street sewer, Street Superin- 
tendent Burke thinks, will drain the district. 
Yesterday he gave orders for the opening of a 
ditch on Eighty-fifth street, from Superior av- 
enue to the lake and passing under the Calu- 
met and) Blue Island tracks. When the outlet 
is complete a recurrence of the flood will be 
prevented. 

Mr. Burke yesterday sent a force of thirty- 
five men to repair the dikes. The crevasses 
are six in number. One is in the South Park 
embankment, the other five inthe Eighty- 
seventhistreet wall. Mr. Burke sent 200 baga 
of rand 
fill in the cuts, 

There is opposition to the restoration of the 
dikes, Gut Mr. Burke thinks they are neces- 
sary to the drainage of the district.

SENTIMENT AGAINST UNCLE SAM. 


Tenor of the Resolutions Before the British 
Chamber of Commerce Congress, 


Chambers of Coinmerce of the empire this 
morning resumed its debate on the resolution 
offered by Mr. Medley declaring that a fiscal 
union between Great Britain and her colunies 
by preferential duties, being based upon pro- 
tection, would be politically dangerous and 
commercially disastrous, and that the ar- 
rangement that would best conduce to an in- 
timate commercial union would be for the 
self-governing colonies to adopt, as closely 
“as circumstances will permit, the non-protect- 
ing policy of Great Britain. 

William McMillan, late Colonial Treasurer 
of New South Wales, representing the Sydney 
Chamber of Commerce, said a rigid commer- 
cial union of the colonies was totally out of 
the region of practical politics, England did 
not dare to give up her free trade. The mo- 
ment she abandoned it her commercial en- 
pire would be gone. It would matter little 
whether the colonies went also. 

J. William Tonks, President of the Birming- 
ham Chamber of Commerce, said that cer- 
tain members of the Congress had become so 
thoroughly attached to the fossil doctrines of 
1841 that they were perfectly impervious to ar- 
gument. This statement was greeted with 
cheers. Continuing, Mr. Tonks said that a 
tariff of tive per cent on colonial produce 
would not cause an industrial war between the 
Colonists and the mother land. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Canadian High Com- 
missioner to England, offered an amendment 
to Mr. Medley’s resolution declaring that a 
small differential duty should be adopted by 
Great Britain and her Colonies against for- 
eign imports. 

This amendment was defeated by a vote of 
79 to 34. 

Sir Charles Tupper challenged the vote, and 
another ballot will be taken tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Among the more important resolutions to 
be discussed by the Congress are the follow- 
ing: , ) 

Winnipeg (Manitoba), Board of Trade: 

That in the opinion of this Congress the time 
has come, or is close at hand, when the people of 
Great Britain can with con‘idence look to the 
colonies and dependencies of the empire for that 
portion of their breadstyffs which they fiad it 
necessary to import from year to year. The rapid 
development of grain production in Canada, In- 
dia, and Australasia during the past ten years 
clearly indicates that these countries will soon 
have annually an export surplus of grain in ex- 
cess to the annual import demand of the British, 
and it will be altogether unnecessary for the lat- 
ter to look for supplies to foreign couutries, and 
especially to those whose tariff laws are so framed 
as tostrike specially at the trade interests of 
Great Britain and the British colonies. 

That this Congress sees the t method of 
‘securing this end by a system in the mother 
country of tariff discriminating against the grain 
and other food products of foreign nations, and 
in favor of the import of such goods from the 
colonies and dependencies; and a similar dis- 
crimination by the colonies and dependencies in 
connection with tariff on other goods required to 
be imported by them. ö 

That this Congress favors such a movement, be- 
lieving that ite enforcement would serve as a 
check upon the national selfishness which at the 
present time ems to inspire many nations in the 
framing of their tariff laws, and that its enforce- 
ment would prove a commercial counter-irritant, 
which would in a comparatively few years prac- 
tically force the great nations of the world into a 
much freer system of trade intercourse than now 
exists between them. 

That this Congress has implicit confidence in 
our great empire, on which the sun never sets, to 
produce every commodity necessary for its peo- 
ple’s comfort and happiness as cheaply, if not 
more cheaply, than they can be produced by 
other nations. 

A delegate of the Trinidad (British West In- 
dies) Chamber of Commerce will propose, 
with the full approval of the chamber, to draw 
the attention:of the congress to the operation 
of the most favored nation clause as affecting 
British colonies, with special regard to the 
great in jury resulting to the trade of the Brit- 
ish Wegt Indies from the non- recognition by 
the Government of Venezuela of the applica- 
bility of this clause in their commercial treaty 
with Great Britain to thecolonies, and the con- 
sequent imposition of an extra and prohibitive 
duty of 30 per cent upon all goods and mer- 
chandise imported into Venezuela from these 
colonies. Regarding imperial federation the 
delegate will say: 

Opinions one way or the other are not suffi- 
ciently formed or unanimous to justify my com- 
mittee in formulating any special resolution 
which would represent the views of the majority 
of the members of the Chamber. But it may be 
noted that the operation of the McKinley tariff 
act,so far as it relates to the West Indies, can 
hardly fail to be favorable, and the general feel- 
ing is that every reasonable effort shall be made 
to retain the United States market as the best 
which has yet been found forour principal staple, 
sugar. 

Montreal Chamber of Commerce: That in order 
to extend the exchange and consimption of the 
home staple products in every part of the British 
Empige, a slight differential duty should be 
adopted by the imperial and colonial governments 
in favor of the home productiens against the im- 
ported foreign articles: 

Regina Board of Trade: That the Board of 
Trade of Regina (N. W. T.), Canada, would heart- 
ily favor the extension of commercé and trade, 
upon a preferential basis throughout all parts of 
thé British Empire, and it would be of the high- 
that the provisions of any foreiga treaty imposing 
limitations upon a full development of trade be- 
tween Canada and other parts of the British Em- 
pire should be at once abrogated. In advocating 
the above we wish it to be understood that while 
we desire free trade with the British’ Empire we 
have no desire to interfere, either now or at any 
time, with the fiseal or politica! liberty at present 
enjoyed by the self-governing colonies. and we 
— if such a scheme could carried out in 
the near future it would bea just retaliation to 
the United States for their reeent legislation af- 
fecting the trade relations of Great Britain and 
Canada with the United States. 

Toronto Board of Trads: That this board is of 
opinion that the time has come in the interests of 
the empire when closer trade relations should be 
entered into between Great Britain and her col- 
onies, and that a duty imposed by Great 
Britain on the food products of other nations. 
with tariffs against her own productions, will not 
enhance the value of the food products of the 
empire; but it will materially increase the pro- 
duction therein and place her in an independent 
position for her food supply in the near future. 

Leith Chamber of Commerce: That her Maj- 
esty’s Government be requested t6 arrange an 
international nonetary union, and to provide for 
the unification of the currency of the empire.

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OVE A POWER. 
POLITICIANS APPREHENSIVE OF 
THE PEOPLE’S PARTY. 


Congressman William F. Springer Thinks 
Its Ticket May Be So Strong That in 
Some States in the South and West It 
Will Sadly Interfere with Republican 
and Democratic Prospects—A Possible 
Result of the Election—Stevenson’s In- 
fluence in Illinois. 3 

Congressman William F. Springer is at the 
Palmer with his family waitmg for good 
— to go to his summer home at Traverse 

ay. . ; 

The result of the People’s party conven- 
tion at Omaha may cut a considerable figure 
in the November election,“ said Mr. Springer. 
In many of the States of the South and West 
the new party will have so strong a following 
that the Electoral ticket may be lost to both 
the Republicans and Democrats. In fact, in 
some of the States where the Democrats are in 
a hopeless minority, they will not put up an 
Electoral ticket, but will put the People’s 
party Electors on the regular Democratic 
ticket, in hopes that they may thereby prevent 
the Republican Electors from getting a major- 
ity of the votes cast. If this can be done in 
enough States there will be no doubt as to the 


result of the election and as to who will sit in 


the White House after March 4. 

The new People's party is not the old 
Farmers’ Alliance alone. It is a coalition of 
the Farmers’ Alliance, the old Labor party, 
and members of various other parties, such as 
the Greenbackg, the Grangers, and the Inde- 

ndents. In Pennsylvania the followers of 

r. Powderly, to the number of 100,000, will 
vote for the nominees of the Omaha conven- 
tion, and as most of these will be taken from 
the ranks of the Republicans Pennsylvania 
may go Democratic. 

It requires a majority of the votes of the 
Electoral College to make a candidate 
President, and if the People’s party can 
get a balance of power and Keep both the Re- 
publicans and Democrats from hav- 
in a majority the election will 
be thrown ‘into the House of Repre- 
sentatives. As the resent House is 
Democratic, Grover Cleveland, of course, 
would be the man elected. The vote in the 
House of Representatives, in case the Electo- 
ral College failed to select, would be by States 
and not by the representation in Congress. 
Each State would have one vote, and the way 
that vote would be cast would be determined 
by the complexion of the representation. A 
State that has twenty Representatives in Con- 
gress, nine of them Republicans and eleven 
Democrats, would cast its vote for the Demo- 
cratic nominee. As something like thirty of 
the forty-four States are Democratic, looked 
at from this standpoint, there could, of course, 
be but one result. 

The law provides that in case the Electoral 
College fails to select the House shall ballot 
on the names of the three men who received 
the highest number of votes. This would pre- 
vent the choice of a rank outsider. In the 
Senate, where the Vige-President ia elected, 
in such an event as I have named, each Sena- 
tor costs one vote. The result of the elec- 
tion, in case the People’s party should get a 
balance of power, would be, therefore: Presi- 
dent, Grover Cleveland; Vice-President, 
Whitelaw Reid. 


C. A. Coryall of Colorado, who was with the 
delegation from that State at the Democratic 
convention, and is a strong silver man, talked 
of the third party movement at the Palmer 
tL : 

The People’s party, at the. convention in 
Omaha next week, will select candidates for 
President and Vice-President, and adopt a 
strong platform, in which free silver will be 
one of the principal planks. The Democratic 
and Republican parties must not overlook the 
fact that the People’s party will have a strong 
following in many of the States and Territories, 
and that the candidates put in nomination 
next week will get enough votes in the 
Electoral College next December to make the 
result uncertain. 

Colorado will be strongly in favor of these 
candidates, and the 40,000 men whcse names 
are signed to a petition favorimg free silver, 
and in which they pledged themselves. to op- 
pose any candidate who is against free silver 
and to favor any man who would support it, 
will vote toa man for these nominees. In 
fact, I think the nomination for President 
will go to Colorado, and that either Lafe 
Pence, the prominent Denver attorney, or ex- 
Gov. Alva Adams will be selected to head the 
ticket. In either case Colorado will go for 
the nominee.

The House Rejects Reports on Two General 
Appropriation Bills—Silver Men Elated, 
Wasuineton, D. C., June 29.—For the sec- 

ond time within a week the ra we se today re- 

jected a report of one of its conference com- 
mittees on a general appropriation bill. The

90,563, moge than when it originally passed 
the House. “The report was aisagreed to with- 
out division, and the bill was again sent into 
conference. An attempt to bring up the tin- 
plate bill was met by the Republicans with 
tilibustering motions and the House adjourned. 

The action of the House in promptly reject- 
ing the first two conference reports presen 
this session on the reguiar annual appropria- 
tion bills has given rise to. much unfavorable 
comment among the Senators. There is no 
doubt that it Eis seriously jeopardized the 
prospects of anearly adjournment of Con- 
gress. The Senators feel that the position of 
the House, that it can outline a policy for the 
treatment of the appropriation bills and deny 
to the Senate the constitutional right of 
amendment, cannot for a moment be con- 
ceded.
